Mr. Speaker : Motion moved. Here again, I -want the 
nomination papers to be filed by tomorrow noon, and then we 
shallhave elections on the 2nd April, between 9 a.m. and 12 noon, 
if necessary. 

I have received a notice for motion of address of thanks to be 
presented to the Rajpramukh which is also on the agenda.

One more matter. I had asked the Hon’ble Members, of the 
House to fix the time for the session. I wanted to bring one 
fact to the notice of the members that is from tomorrow, all 
the offices will work in the morning. So the office hours from 
tomorrow will be from 8 a.m. to 1 p.m. As such, will it not be 
advisable for us also to meet till the end of this session in the 
morning, say, from about 9 or 9-15 a.m. to 1 p.m? It will 
depend on the work we do. For the next session we may choose 
other time. But for this session, as it is a hot season and other 
offices will also work from 8 a.m. in the morning, if we choose 
the time from 2 p.m. onwards, it is likely to inconvenience the 
offices.
